of  the  Radcliffe  Borough  Council. 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  annual  report  for  the  year 
1957  on  the  health  and  .sanitary  contlitions  of  the  district. 

The  Registrar-General  estimated  the  mid-year  population  to 
be  127,450.  The  adjusted  birth  rate  was  Id. 7,  and  the  adjusted 
death  rate  15.4,  compared  with  corresponding  rates  of  10.1  and 
11.5  for  Kngland  and  Wales. 

4  he  infant  mortality  rate  was  42  per  1,000  live  births.  A 
live  vear  average  gives  a  more  accurate  figure  where  numbers 
are  small.  This  is  20.3.  The  rate  for  England  and  Whiles  for 
1957  was  23.0.  I  hirteen  of  the  total  infant  deaths  occurred  in 
the  first  four  weeks  of  life,  and  ten  of  these  occurred  within  the 
first  week  of  life.  Nine  deaths  were  due  to  congenital  ilefects. 

Epidemic  disease  principally  consisted  of  an  outbreak  of 
measles.  There  was  also  an  increased  number  of  cases  of 
pneumonia  due  to  the  influenza  outbreak. 

Fiftv-four  houses  were  dealt  with  in  clearance  areas,  and 
fiftv-two  houses  and  Hats  were  erected  by  the  Council.  A  further 
fortv-eight  houses  w'ere  erected  by  private  enterprise. 
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There  were  104  npplicalions  for  certificates  of  disrepair,  and 
('ertificates  were  issued  for  all  but  three  of  these. 


.Applications  for  Improvement  grants  totalled  47,  and  all 
were  approved  by  the  Council. 


Regular  supervision  has  been  maintained  over  food  premises. 


There  were  no  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning. 


With  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  in¬ 
creased  attention  has  been  paid  to  atmospheric  pollution.  Two 
stations  for  the  measurement  of  sulphur  dioxide  in  the  atmosphere 
were  established  in  1953,  and  details  of  the  annual  readings  are 
given  on  page  18.  It  is  clear  that  domestic  pollution  is  an  im¬ 
portant  factor.  The  Council  have  passed  a  Bve-law  which 
requires  smokeless  fuel/jto  be  used  in  new  domestic  buildings. 
Several  firms  have  ir.odernised  their  boiler  plants,  and  it  is 
expected  that  there  will  be  a  noticeable  reduction  in  smoke  pollu¬ 
tion  in  the  near  future.

SECTION  B. 

General  Provision  o!  Health  Services  in  the  Area. 

The  Lancashire  County  Council,  under  the  National  Health 
Service  Act,  is  the  responsible  Authority  for  the  provision  and 
maintenance  of  local  health  services  such  as  Child  Welfare,  Mental 
Health,  Care  of  School  Children,  and  Care  of  the  Aged. 

The  Ambulance,  District  Nursing,  Midwifery  and  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Services  provided  by  the  County  Council  are 
administered  under  the  Divisional  Health  Service  Scheme  by  the 
Divisional  Health  Committee  No.  12  from  headquarters  in  Bury. 

Hospital  facilities  are  provided  and  maintained  through  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board  and  Hospital  Management  Committees. 
Patients  are  admitted  without  regard  to  local  authority  boundaries. 
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I'he  Horoug'h  Council  is  responsible  for  the  provision  of  the 
remainder  of  local  health  services,  and  the  whole  of  those  matters 
likely  to  aflect  or  he  concerned  with  the  maintenance  of  high 
standards  of  environmental  health.  These  services  include: — 
Control  of  Infectious  Diseases  (including  Food  poisoning). 
I’rovision  of  suitable  Water  Supplies. 

Control  of  food  and  food  preparing  premises  (including  the 
sampling  of  milk,  ice  cream  and  other  foodstuffs  for 
bacteriological  examination). 

Provision  of  sanitary  accommodation  to  houses,  factories, 
shops  and  other  premises,  and  the  provision  of  public 
sanitary  conveniences. 

Inspection  of  houses  with  regard  to  fitness  for  human  habi¬ 
tation. 

Detection  and  prevention  of  nuisances. 

The  prevention  of  atmospheric  pollution. 

Control  of  rat,  mouse,  and  insect  infestations. 

The  examination  of  milk,  water,  ice  cream,  and  samples  of 
other  foods,  and  the  examination  of  pathological  specimens  is 
undertaken  without  charge  to  the  Borough,  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service,  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory^  Monsall 
Hospital,  Manchester.

Water  Supply. 

The  water  supply  for  the  greater  portion  of  the  area  is  under 
the  control  of  the  Irwell  Valley  Water  Board,  and  is  derived  partly 
from  deep  w'ells  and  partly  from  water  sheds. 

Ainsworth  is  supplied  with  water  from  the  Bolton  Corpora¬ 
tion  Water  Board. 

Mr.  R.  Wyllie,  M.I.C.E.,  Engineer  and  Manager,  has  kindly 
given  me  the  following  particulars  with  regard  to  the  Irwell

Mr.  H.  R.  Davenport,  A.M.I.C.E.,  M.I.W.E.,  the  Engineer  and 
Manager  of  Bolton  Corporation  Waterworks,  has  also  kindly  given  me 
the  following  particulars  with  regard  to  Ainsworth. 


(a)  The  water  supplied  to  that  part  of  the  Borough  of  Radcliffe  which 
is  in  the  area  of  supply  of  the  Bolton  Corporation  Waterworks 
Undertaking  was  satisfactory  both  as  regards  quality  and  quantity. 

(1))  The  supply  was  from  Springs  and  Dingle  Pressure  Filters,  and 
four  samples  of  both  raw  and  filtered  water  were  subjected  to  full 
chemical  analysis,  and  50  samples  of  raw  and  5‘2'  of  filtered  water 
to  bacteriological  examination  by  the  Borough  Analyst.  The  results 
showed  that  the  filtered  and  treated  water  was  of  excellent  quality, 
B.Coli  being  absent  in  all  cases  in  100  mills.  Where  100% 
bacteriological  purity  was  not  obtained,  a  second  sample  taken 
immediately  proved  to  be  satisfactory.  All  water  is  treated  before 
passing  into  supply. 

(c)  From  tests  made  weekly  the  water  was  shown  to  have  no  significant 
plumbo-solvent  action. 

(d)  No  action  was  required  to  be  taken  in  respect  of  any  form  of 
contamination. 

(e)  During  the  year  an  additional  83  yards  of  2in.  and  112  yards  of  3in. 
water  main  were  laid  within  the  area.

CIcset  Accommodation. 

Financial  assistance  has  been  given  for  the  conversion  of 
privies  to  fresh  water  closets  since  1921,  and  a  corresponding 
grant  was  sanctioned  in  May,  1938,  for  the  conversion  of  waste 
water  closets.  With  few  exceptions  the  privies  and  pail  closets 
that  were  within  access  to  sewers  and  the  main  water  supply 
had  been  dealt  with  before  the  outbreak  of  war,  and  steady 
progress  was  being  made  with  the  waste  Water  Closets  when  war 
brought  this  work  to  a  standstill. 

The  following  table  shows  the  closet  and  ashpit  accommoda¬ 
tion  at  the  end  of  1920,  and  1926,  also  at  the  end  of  each  of  the 
past  four  years,  and  demonstrates  the  conversions  and  additions 
made  since  the  scheme  came  into  operation  in  October,  1921.
